Goal 60% More Than In 6th Bond Campaign; 

Money Needed to Carry On War Against 

Japan, Says Chairman Thomas Barnes 

The quota for the seventh war loan for Lower Merion 
and Narberth, of which Thomas Barnes, II, Gladwyne, is 
committee chairman, has been placed at $4,432,000, of which 
$1,484,000 is to be in 'E' Bonds. This is 60 per cent more than 
was required in the Sixth War Loan. 



In announcing the figures, Chair-< 
man Barnes draws attention to 
the fact that" this section of Mont- 
gomery County — Lower Merion 
and Narberth — oversubscribed the 
Sixth War Loan to the amount of 
$1,708,925. The quota in the last 
drive was set at $3,696,000 and the 
final figure contained in the report 
submitted by Mr. Barnes. Chair- 
man, also, of that drive, was $5,- 
404,925. The $2,000,000 Autocar 
Company bond was included in 
this grand total. 

The Seventh War Loan Drive, 
which starts May 14. takes on the 
biggest ouota to date. There will 
be only two War Loan Drives this 
year, not three. In those two drives 
the Government will have to raise 
almost as much money from in- 
dividuals as in the three drives 
last year. 

"The money is needed for the 
battle of Japan which has .iust 
begun. It must be backed up, paid 
for. fought for by a free people, 
intent on sweeping the Pacific 
clear of fascist hate — forever. Mil- 
lions of fighting men, freshly 
equipped and outfitted, will have 
to be moved from Europe halfway 
around the globe and supplied day 
in and day out by hundreds of new 
ships now building," declared 
Chairman Barnes. 

"Many millions of dollars will 
be required for mustering out pay 
and benefits voted by Congress to 
help oin- veterans get started again 
in civilian life. That's the least we 
can do in return for what they've 
done for us. 

"The 26 million Americans who 
buy bonds on payroll savings are 
already off to a flying start, and 
these include the organizations and 
industrial plants located in Lower 
Merion Township and Narberth. 
These patriotic men and women 
began their buying in April. They 
will keep on buying extra bonds 
through May and June."

In addition to the usual fly, 
plug and surf competition an- 
nually scheduled, a % oz. occur- 
acy event will be repeated. Rules 
for this event, the association also 
decided recently, will be the same 
as for the % oz. accuracy, except 
that 3 ,i oz. targets will be placed 
at random and unknown distances 
from 30 to 50 feet from the cast- 
ing position; whereas, 5 B oz. ac- 
curacy target distance range from 
40 to 80 feet. 

In seven main events of its 
annual tournament, the Middle 
Atlantic Association of Casting 
Clubs requires the use, of fishing, 
tackle of standard manufacture, 
that is, tackle which is used by 
the majority of sportsmen as ttiey 
actually fish on the streams and 
at the surf. The association, 
since its origin in 1939. has spon- 
sored this requirement in order to 
enable all fishermen to enjoy cast- 
ing, instead of limiting the sport 
to a few who can afford unusual 
and expensive rods, reels, etc.. and 
scores made in the seven main 
events of the M. A. A. C. C. tour- 
nament are national scores witn 
everyday fishing tackle. 

The M. A. A. C. C. has been 
awarding prizes on a class-system 
basis, so that beginners as well 
as more expert contestants can 
win equally valuable prizes. This 
year the prizes will be War Bonds 
and Stamps.

Bankers Discuss 
GI BiU oTRights 

Program Urged For 
Dealing With 
Returning Veterans 

A program for handling the 
problems of returning veterans was 
proposed by William Powers, secre- 
tary of the American Bankers As- 
sociation committee on service for 
war veterans, at a meeting of the 
Montgomery County Bankers As- 
sociation in Norristown last Thurs- 
day night. 

Powers gave a resume of the GI 
Bill of Rights which he said was 
fathered and mothered by the 
American Legion and launched 
with political ballyhoo and signed 
under pressure. 

He said that the banks should 
adopt a program of rehiring form- 
er employes who were in the ser- 
vice; a program of relations with 
veteran customers and a program 
with other veterans of the com- 
munity. 

Powers said simplified regula- 
tions were needed under the GI 
Bill of Rights and expressed the 
opinion enabliug legislation would 
be needed to make it workable. 

"The returning veteran." he said, 
"will be the most powerful politi- 
cal and economic bloc in our na- 
tional economy for the next several 
decades." he said. "It is our re- 
sponsibility to help them rehabili- 
tate themselves." 

Powers was introduced by T. 
Allen. Glenn. Jr., president of the 
Peoples National Bank. Norristown, 
and a past president of the organ- 
ization. 



Boost of Several Mills May Be Necessary to 
Cover Cost of Increased High School 
Tuition; Directors Have Alternative of 
Establishing a Per Capita Tax 

The Narberth School Board is waiting to see what hap- 
pens in the State Legislature at Harrisburg before 4he direc- 
tors adopt a budget and fix the tax rate for another school 
year. 

At their meeting last week, the directors discussed the 
notification they had received from the Lower Merion School 
Board that tuition for non-resident high school students would 

-■be increased. 

There is legislation pending at 
Harrisburg which would make up 
some of the cost of increased tui- 
tion but according to William J. 
Drennen. superintendent of the 
Narberth School District, it looks 
now as though the bill would nev- 
er become a law. 

The Narberth School District 
has been paying $125 a year for 
each student attending Lower 
Merion High School. Now the 
Lower Merion School Board, after 
examining the School Code, has 
decided it will have to charge $180 
for junior high pupils and $190 
for senior high pupils. 

This will increase the Narberth 
School budget approximately $13,- 
000. 

The present school tax rate is 
17 mills in Narberth and the 
School Board could raise it as high 
as 25 mills and still be within the 
legal ceiling. The yield on a one 
mill tax is about $5000. 

If the Narberth School Board 
learns that no help will be forth- 
coming, the directors will either 
have to do some severe budget cut- 
ting or raise the tax. They also 
have the alternative of setting up 
a per capita tax for school pur- 
poses. . 

Arguments in favor of a per 
capita tax is that it would apply 
to everyone, people who rent as 
well as own property. The straight 
millage tax is only assessed 
against property owners. 

Approximately 200 student res- 
idents of Narberth now attend 
Lower Merion High School. When 
the low tuition rate of $125 per 
pupil was first established, the 
large number of students coming 
from the Borough was taken into 
consideration in fixing the cost. 

Members of the Narberth School 
Board also approved an increased 
hourly nurse rate charged by the 
Community Health and Civic As- 
sociation of Ardmore for .the serr 
vices of a nurse. Nursing and 
public health services of the nurse, 
Mrs. Mary Hines. costs the School 
Board approximately $550 a year.

'Missing' Not Always Bad Neivs, 
Army Casualty Chief Explains 



(Editor's Note: Because there p 
are many parents and wives in 
this community who have re- 
ceived word that their sons or 
husbands are "missing in ac- 
tion." we believe the following 
article will be of general inter- 
est. It was written last year by 
Col. George F. Herbert, chief of 
the Casualty Branch and was 
printed in the Prisoners of War 
Bulletin, published by the Red 
Cross.) 

During the two-year period in 
which this nation has been at 
war, the Army's greatest problem 
resulting from the casualties in- 
curred has been that of securing 
information regarding the Amer- 
ican soldiers who have been re- 
ported missing in action. 

The term, "missing In action," 
is used only to indicate that the 



whereabouts or status of an in- 
dividual is not immediately 
known. If a plane fails to reach 
its destination or another fails to 
return to its base, if a soldier is 
not present for roll call following 
a landing operation or other en- 
gagement, or if a ship bearing 
military personnel is overdue at 
its destination, the persons in- 
volved can only be reported as 
missing, or missing in action. 
When a soldier is so reported, 
it Is not intended to convey the 
impression that his case is clos- 
ed; rather, he is placed in this 
category only until such time 
as information is secured that 
is definite or conclusive, form- 
ing the basis for the determin- 
ation of his fate.

ture Is occasioned when the in- 
dividual himself returns* to his 
own company or unit. This has 
happened in many cases, and will 
happen in many more, for men 
will continue to evade capture 
when, due to the ever-changing 
battle lines, they find themselves 
separated from . their parent unit 
and in territory occupied by the 
enemy; they will continue to 
avail themselves of every means 
known to man for sustaining life 
when shipwrecked. 

It is worth remembering that 
it is not the one soldier alone 
who strives to return to his. com- 
manding officer and report for 
duty; to have the complete pic- 
ture, add to this the fact that 
his organization commander, his 
theater commander, and our gov- 
ernment, strive to secure the de- 
tails that will determine his fate. 

The organization commanders' 
searches for missing personnel 
begin immediately after discov- 
ery that the men are unaccounted 
for. These searches are organized 
and conducted in the most ex- 
peditious manner possible, lend- 
ing themselves to existing condi- 
tions in the territory involved. A 
search may be made from the air, 
if the possibility of an aircraft 
accident exists, or it may be conr 
ducted by ground troops. But it 
does not end there. All personnel 
reports submitted by the various 
organizations are- coordinated and 
examined for information that 
might lead to the recovery of a 
missing man. Such reports are 
again examined at headquarters 
in the theaters of operation and, 
as one instance of the results ob- 
tained, our soldiers are sometimes 
found even to be in Allied hos- 
pitals.

The Red Cross this week re- 
leased the following statement, 
issued by Secretary of State Stet- 
tinius and Secretary of War 
Stimson: 

"Since the beginning of this 
year there has been a steadily in- 
creasing failure on the part of 
the German Government to pro- 
vide, according to the standards 
established by the Geneva 1 Con- 
vention, for American prisoners 
of war in German custody. Ac- 
cordingly, the Government of the 
United States, with the coopera- 
tion of the Swiss Government as 
protective power, the Swedish 
Government, the American Red 
Cross, and the International Red 
Cross, has been and is doing ev- 
erything within its power to get 
food and other supplies to these 
men, 

"In general, conditions under 
which American prisoners are 
held in Germany today are de- 
plorable. The offensives of the 
Allied armies on the East and on 
the West have overrun 27 of the 
prisoner-of-war camps and hos- 
pitals out of the 78 in which 
American soldiers were known to 
have been held. These military 
operations have resulted in the 
►liberation of approximately 15,000 
Americans on the Eastern and 
Western fronts. However, the 
German Government has hastily 
evacuated 36,000 American pris- 
oners into the interior of Ger- 
many where 34,000 others were 
already being held. 



from Switzerland into Germany. 
A total of 525 railroad cars have 
been supplied for this service 
from non-German sources. Dur- 
ing the first twelve days of March, 
Germany provided 44 railroad 
cars for the transport of 500 tons 
of Red Cross supplies from Switz- 
erland. 

"The principal problem is that 
of transporting these supplies to 
the prisoner-of-war camps after 
they have arrived in Germany. 
Recourse is being made to truck 
convoys. These have been fur- 
nished, together with fuel, from 
Allied governmental and military 
sources. They are operated by the 
International Red Cross. Approx- 
imately 250 trucks are reported 
operating at present in this ser- 
vice in Southern Germany, and 
68 in Northern Germany. Addi- 
tional trucks are being assembled 
and put into service as soon as" 
available. 

"In many cases, Allied prisoners 
of war are driving the relief 
trucks. Military authorities re- 
port, with particular reference to 
the Southern area, that the fa- 
cilities for moving the supplies 
are improving. 

"Despite chaotic conditions in- 
side Germany, there is evidence 
that supplies are reaching some 
of the prisoner camps. Efforts to 
get supplies to all of the remain- 
ing camps will continue unremit- 
tingly.

Friends 9 Central Wins Interac 



Lower Merion High and Friends 
Central upheld the Main Line in 
the annual Penn Relay carnival 
at Franklin Field last Friday and 
Saturday. 

Lower Merion chalked up a vic- 
tory in a one-mile unclassified re- 
lay, placed second and fifth in na- 
tional events and third in the one- 
mile Suburban Conference Class 
A title race, while Friends Central 
usrprised by waltzing away with 
its first Interacademic League 
one-mile relay crown. 

Haverford High could do no bet- 
ter than fifth in the Suburban 
Conference Class A one-mile relay 
on Friday and sixth in an un-, 
classified mile relay on Saturday. 

Lower Merion's mile relay team 
of Lou Turner, Hen Uhle, Pete 
Matthews and Ralph Brenner 
came from way back to defeat 
Bayside, N. J., in its onl winning 
race in an unclassified event early 
Saturday afternoon. The Maroon 
was clocked in 3,31.8 and among 
its victims were West Chester, 
Norristown, Upper Darby and 
Chester. 

UpjJer Darby and West Chester 
led the Maroon to the tape in the 
Suburban Conference mile race on 
Friday, after Lower Merion set the 
pace for three-quarters of the 
way. A brilliant 52.6 final quarter 
by Don Lyman pulled Upper Darby 
up from fourth place to victory by 
three strides over fast closing 
West Chester .while the Maroon 
faded badly in the stretch. The 
Royals earned their "victory in 
3.39.6. 

Lower Merion actually gave up 
its chances for victory in this 
race by saving its best runners for 
the national medley and it was in 
this later contest the Maroon I 
made its most impressive show- 
ing. The quarter of Dick Geist, I 
Brenner, Turner and Uhle finished I 
second in a close race to Bishop 
Loughlin, classy New York out- 
fit, in the first heat of the medley I 



and this finish stood up in the 
final placings. 

Uhle ran a splendid mile in 
4:38.2, but lost out in the stretch 
to Bishop Loughlin's Phil O'Con- 
nell.
